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Author attacked in 
cathedral grounds

AUTHOR James Runcie was attacked 
in Ely in broad daylight on Saturday 

Runcie, 56, was walking across 
Cross Green to Ely Cathedral on Sat¬ 
urday afternoon when he was the vic¬ 
tim of an unprovoked attack. 

Runcie, who is the son of Robert 
Runcie, the former Archbishop of 
Canterbury, and whose sleuth novels 
have been turned into the hit ITV dra¬ 
ma, Grantchester, suffered injuries to 
his head and left eye in the attack. 

He was in Ely to give a talk at the 
Friends of Ely Cathedral’s AGM that 
afternoon. 

In a statement released to Ely News, 
Runcie’s agent said: “We can confirm 
that this was an unprovoked attack. 
James suffered head wounds and 
damage to the left eye. 

“James is too upset to talk about 
it at the moment, but he would like 
particularly to thank the people who 
came to his aid, the ambulance ser-

vice and the police. 

“He will be forever grateful to them 
for their demonstration of decency 
and compassion.” 

Emergency services, including the 
East of England Ambulance Service 
Trust (EEAST) and police, were called 
to the incident. 

A spokeswoman for the EEAST 
said: “We were called to Cross Green 
in Ely at 2.22pm on Saturday. We sent 
one ambulance crew and treated a 
male for head injuries. The man did 
not require hospital treatment.” 

A spokeswoman for Ely Cathedral 
said that Runcie, who was born in 
Cambridge and is also a documen¬ 
tary film-maker, television producer 
and theatre director, was unable to 
deliver his talk as planned. 

The Very Revd Mark Bonney, Dean 
of Ely, said: “We were shocked and 
upset to hear of this unprovoked as¬ 


sault on Cross Green. 

“The victim of this attack is some¬ 
one we know and he had come to Ely 
to give a talk to the Friends of Ely Ca¬ 
thedral at their annual gathering. It is 
a huge relief that help came quickly 
and the physical injuries were not 
more serious.” 

Stuart Havis, manager of Toppings 
and Company Booksellers of Ely, 
said: “James is a friend of the shop 
and we are extremely shocked and 
saddened to hear that this happened 
to him. 

“He is a gentle, generous man who 
keeps himself to himself, and he al¬ 
ways speaks so positively of Ely.” 

■ A 31-year-old man from Ely has 
been charged with assault by beating. 

He has been bailed to attend Cam¬ 
bridge Magistrates’ Court on October 
20 .

Family fights 
rules for mum’s 
dying wishes

TWO daughters are devas¬ 
tated after being told that 
their late mum cannot be 
buried in the town where 
she was raised. 

It was Rosemary Talbot’s 
dying wish to be laid to 
rest in Littleport cemetery, 
where her parents, grand¬ 
parents, great-grandparents 
and great great-grandpar¬ 
ents are all buried. 

Rosemary died on Sep¬ 
tember 5, aged 66, after a 
two-year battle with lung 
cancer. 

Her husband, Jim, and 
daughters, Sally Talbot, 36, 
and Katie Hambacker, 39, 
have been told that she can¬ 
not be buried in Littleport 
because she was not living 
in the town when she died. 

Her family are so dis¬ 
traught that they have 
launched an online petition 
calling on Littleport Parish 
Council to waive the rules 
ahead of Rosemary’s funeral 
on Friday, October 2. 

The petition went live 
on Sunday evening and by

Monday afternoon more 
than 1,100 people had 
signed it. 

North East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire MP Steve Barclay has 
also written to the parish 
council. 

Sally, of Redmere, near 
Shippea Hill, said: “Mum 
grew up in Littleport, was 
christened and married in 
Littleport, and we would like 


to fulfil her wishes of being 
laid to rest, amongst many 
members of her family, in 
Littleport. 

“Mum lived in Ely with 
dad since 1968 but she 
classed herself as a Little¬ 
port girl. 

“We have a record of her 
relatives in Littleport dat¬ 
ing back to 1837, and they 
are all buried in Littleport 
cemetery. I myself am a Lit¬ 
tleport parishioner. 

“We’re pleading for the 
council to do the right thing 
and allow us to bring peace 
to our wonderful mum.” 

In a letter to the fam¬ 
ily, parish council chairman 
Clive Webber said the au¬ 
thority’s policy to allow only 
parishioners to be buried 
within the parish cemetery 
was adopted in 2005. 

He said: “Sadly, we have 
been in a position where we 
have had to refuse a number 
of burials each year over the 
last 10 years. 

“I can appreciate that this 
is a very difficult time for 
you and your family, and I 
am extremely sorry that we 
have been unable to meet 
your request.”

Plans for 57 new retirement flats in Lisle Lane approved 


PLANS to build more than 50 
retirement flats in Ely have been 
approved. 

Plans were submitted in June by 
Your Life Management Services Ltd, a 
partnership between Somerset Care 
and retirement apartment developers, 


McCarthy and Stone, for 57 self- 
contained retirement apartments on 
land where G&J Peck stands in Lisle 
Lane. 

The development, now 
approved by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, will include a 


communal lounge and restaurant, 
accommodation to allow for 24-hour 
staffing and a battery car charging 
store. It will also create the equivalent 
of 17 full-time jobs. 

A McCarthy and Stone spokesman 
said: "We are delighted with this 


decision and are pleased that our 
plans received the support of local 
residents. 

"We can now proceed to develop 
this site with much-needed assisted 
living accommodation for local older 
people."

Ely man denies 
£238,000 fraud 

of lottery cash

AN author from Ely has 
denied allegations that he 
pocketed nearly £240,000 
by applying for lottery grant 
money for bogus archaeo¬ 
logical projects. 

David Barrowclough, who 
is a fellow at Wolfson Col¬ 
lege in Cambridge, appeared 
at Huntingdon Law Courts 
this week charged with nine 
counts of fraud and one of 
obtaining property by de¬ 
ception. 

Barrowclough, of Broad 
Street, Ely, is accused of de¬ 
frauding the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund (HLF) of £238,000 
between 2006 and 2013. 

The court heard that Bar¬ 
rowclough, 48, who denied 
all charges, made false ref¬ 
erences to the HLF about 
projects, used false names 
and addresses on grant ap¬ 
plications and issued false 
invoices.

The projects included Ely 
and the Fens, Origins of Ely 
and Ely Castle. 

Prosecutor Luke Black¬ 
burn presented a number 
of witnesses, who said the 
defendant had forged their 
name on to letters about 
projects they were not in¬ 
volved in. 

It is also claimed that Bar¬ 
rowclough, who became a 
trustee of Ely Museum in 
2009, created a false email 
address for contacting the 


board of trustees. Judge Peter 
Murphy said Barrowclough’s 
actions came to light when 
Ely Museum curator, Elie 
Hughes, opened a letter de¬ 
tailing a payment of £18,500. 

Judge Murphy said: “She 
[Mrs Hughes] said she wasn’t 
aware of any grant from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund for 
any new project... She con¬ 
tacted the chair of the board 
of trustees.” 

The trustees got in touch 
with the HLF and confronted 
Barrowclough in April 2012, 
in which he denied dishon¬ 
esty. 

Barrowclough has writ¬ 
ten several books. His latest, 
Bloody British History: Cam¬ 
bridge was released earlier 
this year. 

He offered no defence in 
court. 

The jury were due to go out 
yesterday morning (Wednes¬ 
day) to consider their ver¬ 
dict. Visit ely-news.co.uk for 
updates on the case.

THEY say never work with 
children or animals but a 
camera crew from the BBC 
were at Ely Cathedral on 
Sunday for its annual pet 
service and blessing. 

A menagerie of animals 
including a 54-year-old tor¬ 
toise, alpacas, Daisy the 
donkey and a pet ferret 
led in by owner Chloe, 2, 
were blessed at the ser¬ 
vice despite the cathe¬ 
dral having to issue a 
health and safety warn¬ 
ing to pet owners. 

The annual gath¬ 
ering of creatures 
was filmed for popu¬ 
lar BBC show, Songs of 
Praise, and presenter Aled 
Jones was at the service. 

Cathedral bosses had is¬ 
sued a warning to owners 
to “please be aware that 
being together with lots 
of other animals may 
prove stressful for your 
pet”. 

The warning was 
issued after pet own¬ 
ers were left disap¬ 
pointed earlier this 
year when the cathe¬ 
dral and Wood Green, 
the animals charity 
based near Hunting¬ 
don, made the an¬ 
nouncement that 
their 2015 
service, 
scheduled to 
take place in 
May, had been 
axed. 

But the pets were “per¬ 
fectly behaved”, according to 
organisers. 

Lesley Ann Thompson, a 
spokeswoman for the cathe¬ 
dral, said: “It was a great ser-

vice. Really lovely and made 
special with the BBC being 
there to film it for Songs of 
Praise and presenter Aled 
Jones was there too. 

“We had about 500 people 
attend and all sorts of ani¬ 
mals. 

“There were lots of differ¬ 
ent animals from ferrets to 
tortoises to alpacas. 

“And Cannon Vicky John¬ 
son had her dog Percy with 
her when she conducted the 
service. It was lovely.” 

The service has been 
held for 28 years but 
bosses at the ani¬ 
mal shelter were 
concerned for 
the welfare of 
pets and decided 
start inviting just 
dogs to the service “to avoid 
unnecessary stress caused 
by multiple species occu¬ 
pying the same space”. 
Cathedral chiefs insist¬ 
ed the service needed to 
be open to all types of 
pets and, as a result, 
the event was axed. 

However, in July 
they announced 
they were launch¬ 
ing their own ser¬ 
vice to raise money 
for charities - the 
Wood Green char¬ 
ity, the Donkey 
Sanctuary, the K9 
Project as well as 
Guide Dogs for 
the Blind. 

The service was open to 
all pets and is being aired on 
Songs of Praise on Sunday, 
October 4.

The trouble with the station site 
is that it has just four principal 
accesses - Clay Street, Fountain Lane, 
Mereside and Station Road itself - 
and all are heavily congested 24/7. 

I have suggested that a replacement 
station would be better sited on the 
edge of the town, more specifically 
in the general vicinity of Cherry Tree 
Lane. 

Such a site would have the benefit 
of being more easily accessible for 
many Soham residents but also a 
serviceable assistance for residents 
and train travellers from Fordham and 



Isleham, both of which used to have 
fully-fledged stations, as well as for 
those of Wicken. 

Now is truly the time for being blunt 
and to the point.

OUR culture as it stands has the 
power to utterly destroy the entire 
support system upon which it 
depends.

Worldwide hundreds of millions of 
acres of forests, savannah and prairies 
have been eradicated already and 
more is cleared each year to make 
way for annual plants. 

At this scale ecosystem destruction 
occurs and has immense 
consequences. 

With less moisture being transpired 
into the atmosphere by perennial 
vegetation, rainfall patterns have 
changed. 

Forests no longer inhale carbon 
dioxide from the atmosphere to give 


us back life-giving oxygen. 

Increased atmospheric carbon 
dioxide precedes an increase in 
the number and intensity of floods, 
hurricanes, record breaking heat, 
drought, polluted air, poisonous 
ground water and toxic soil serving 
no-one but those who profit from 
unsustainable and destructive 
practice. 

Although the requirement for food is 
necessary for people to live it is not a 
given that we all have sufficient food 
for health and well-being - it is not a 
given that we have access to the kind 
of food that promotes health and 
well-being. 

One of the realities of industrialized 
nations is that the major cause of 
disease is too much food and too 
much of the wrong kind of food not 
a lack of it. 

It is absolutely possible for humans 
to produce their staple foods using 
perennial agricultural ecosystems that 
actually improve the quality of the 
environment. 

This can be done within our own 
garden environment, on an allotment 
or a farm. 

While producing an abundance of 
food these systems remove carbon 
dioxide from the atmosphere, purify 
water, increase the depth and fertility 
of topsoil and provide wildlife habitat.

MP and MEP 
want answers 


MP Lucy Frazer and MEP 
Vicky Ford have joined 
forces in a bid to get the 
Ely to Soham railway line 
doubling plans back on 
track. 

The South East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire MP and East¬ 
ern Region MEP have 
written jointly to Network 
Rail’s chief executive, 
Mark Carne, and Trans¬ 
port Minister Claire Perry 
calling for their support 
in obtaining funding to 
complete the project. 

They said: “We feel 
strongly that the Ely to 
Soham doubling project 
is vital in tackling the se¬ 
rious problems of conges¬ 
tion on the A14 and other 
regional roads, and in 
increasing the viability of 
an important local public 
transport infrastructure 
project in Soham.” 

As previously reported, 
the Ely to Soham double¬ 
tracking was one of a 
small number of projects 
to be funded using the 
Department for Trans-

port’s Investment Fund 
Framework. 

However, Network Rail 
bosses have confirmed 
that the scheme has been 
postponed until funding 
can be identified to de¬ 
liver it. 

Leaders at both Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil and East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council say 
they are determined the 
decision will not hold up 
their work on develop¬ 
ing the business case for 
a new railway station in 
Soham. 

Mrs Frazer said: “This 
work is vital to Ely and 
Soham as well as to the 
wider region. 

“Doubling of the track 
could reduce the number 
of lorries on our roads and 
help to ease congestion 
on the A14. 

“I am concerned by the 


pause in work and hope 
that Network Rail will con¬ 
firm how and when any 
further progress might be 
able to be made.” 

Mrs Ford said: “The A14 
is one of the most con¬ 
gested roads in Britain, it 
links the Midlands with 
one of Europe’s busiest 
container port at Felix¬ 
stowe. We believe the 
case for action has been 
made.” 

Earlier this month the 
EU Commission rejected 
an application to part 
fund a track upgrade be¬ 
tween Felixstowe and Bir¬ 
mingham - £86 million 
towards a £300 million 
project was being sought. 

Mrs Ford said: “I am 
lobbying for a re-think in 
Brussels and Network Rail 
also needs to look closely 
at its decision. 

“Together these 

schemes could have tak¬ 
en 800,000 lorries off the 
A14 every year along with 
many other positive eco¬ 
nomic benefits.”

“What we’re about is pro¬ 
viding pastoral support and 
care. That’s a fundamental 
policy of ours - and it’s ex¬ 
pensive. 

“The economic growth in 
Cambridgeshire brings peo¬ 
ple, and people need care. 
And we’re not just watching 
this passively - we’re engag¬ 
ing with it.” 

The plan outlined in the 
diocese landmark strategy 
document - Ely 2025 - sees 
it looking to recruit nine but 
possibly up to 11 new clergy, 
to serve in places such as 
the proposed new town at

Waterbeach. 

Mr Evans also said the 
diocese hoped to provide 
above the quota of afford¬ 
able housing at both devel¬ 
opments. 

A planning application 
has been submitted for 50 
homes off Horseheath Road 
in Linton, while consulta¬ 
tion is entering its final stag¬ 
es on plans for 72 homes in 
Willingham. 

But neither plan has been 
warmly welcomed by mem¬ 
bers of the local community. 

Willingham resident 
Martin Hale said: “Person¬ 
ally I have no interest in the 
church or its funding. 

“What I do have an inter¬ 
est in is speculative money¬ 
grabbing development deals 
which ‘cock a snook’ at green 
belt land protection - appli¬ 
cations made without any 
thought for the villages that 
must bear the consequences 
of over development and the 
strain upon local services.” 


The situation is even 
more complicated in Lin¬ 
ton, where Pembroke Col¬ 
lege is bidding to build 78 
new homes on Bartlow Road 
- and the parish council 
decided to oppose both ap¬ 
plications at a meeting last 
week. 

Parish council chairman 
Cllr Enid Bald said the devel¬ 
opments were speculative, 
outside the village enve¬ 
lope and above the planned 
growth in Linton of sites of 
fewer than 30 homes. 

She added: “These appli¬ 
cations would significantly 
alter the character of the vil¬ 
lage and not meet current 
housing needs - just a few 
small and affordable houses 
and bungalows are needed 
for our current population. 

Mr Evans said the diocese 
was “listening very carefully 
to what people are saying.”

Prolific bicycle 
thief, 29, jailed

A SERIAL bike thief who tar¬ 
geted Cambridge and Ely 
railway stations has been 
jailed for one year after po¬ 
lice set up a covert sting. 

Leo Carroll, 29, from 
Homerton, London, was 
sentenced at Blackfriars 
Crown Court after pleading 
guilty to 15 counts of fraud 
by false representation and 
three thefts, many from sta¬ 
tions in the Cambridgeshire 
area, following an exten¬ 
sive investigation by British 
Transport Police (BTP) offic¬ 
ers. 

The court heard how Car- 
roll was responsible for sell¬ 
ing multiple bikes on an 
online selling site between 
Lebruary and October 2014, 
the majority of which ap¬ 
peared online for sale within 
24 hours of being stolen. 

Carroll first came to police 
attention when he was ar¬ 
rested on June 23 last year 
following the theft of a bike

from Cambridge station the 
previous day. 

The victim of the theft had 
checked online and found 
their bike for sale. They con¬ 
tacted the seller, Carroll, 
to meet and buy the bike. 
Before doing so, the owner 
alerted BTP, and officers at¬ 
tended covertly. 

When Carroll was seen at 
the meeting point with the 
bike he was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of theft. He denied 
stealing the bike and was re¬ 
leased on police bail. 

Officers pursued a num¬ 
ber of avenues to investigate 
the extent of Carroll’s activ¬ 
ity, distributing his image to 


neighbouring police forces, 
patrolling stations and mak¬ 
ing enquiries into Carroll’s 
online activity on the selling 
website. 

It was soon established 
that Carroll was responsible 
for selling numerous bikes 
online which had recently 
been reported stolen from 
stations, including Cam¬ 
bridge and Ely. 

In total, officers found 
172 adverts for bicycles as¬ 
sociated with Carroll, with 
36 bikes in total advertised, 
some re-listed numerous 
times. The bikes had a com¬ 
bined value of more than 
£14,000. 

Detective Sergeant Santi 
Sende said: “Carroll was 
prolific in his criminal activ¬ 
ity which took place over an 
extended period of time. 

“This sentence proves 
that far from being an easy 
way to make money, if you 
are involved in the sale of 
stolen bicycles we will do 
everything in our power to 
identify you and deal with 
you accordingly.”

Costs of archives 
move is spiralling

A LANDMARK project providing an 
“excellent” new home for some of the 
county’s archives is now set to cost £6 
million - some 50 per cent more than 
planned. 

The plans to move the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Archives from a base¬ 
ment at Shire Hall in Cambridge to 
the former Strikes Bowling Alley in 
Angel Drove, Ely, was supposed to 
cost the county council £4 million. 

But new figures show the project 
has spiralled in cost, with the council 
now expected to fork out closer to £6 
million. 

The council says “additional ser¬ 
vices” have been brought into the 
project and a more in-depth report 
into the increased cost will be pre¬ 
sented to councillors in October. 

West Chesterton’s Cllr Jocelynne 
Scutt, though, called the new price 
tag “extraordinary” - and called for 
a rethink to get the archives moved 
alongside the Cambridgeshire Col¬ 
lection at Cambridge Central Library. 

She said: “The county some years 
ago had space in Central Cambridge

Library modified at not inconsider¬ 
able expense to hold the Cambridge 
Collection. 

“Perhaps the Ely bowling alley is 
not the place for this particular col¬ 
lection, which could be retained at 
the library at no added cost to the 
county council and people of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire.” 

A council spokesman said: “The 
county council has been working 
for a number of years to secure new 
premises for Cambridgeshire Ar¬ 
chives, following an inspection by 
the National Archives, which found 
our current accommodation no 
longer fit for purpose. 

“Back in March we confirmed our 


intention to secure the former bowl¬ 
ing alley in Ely - which, with suitable 
alterations, offers an excellent choice 
for its new home as well as poten¬ 
tially being more cost effective than 
a new build. 

“More detailed analysis has iden¬ 
tified the further costs required to 
bring the building up to a standard 
suitable for housing the archives and 
the additional services which have 
now been brought into the project. 

“Due to this updated cost, a full 
report will be discussed by the high¬ 
ways and community infrastructure 
committee in October, prior to con¬ 
sideration by the general purposes 
committee later that month.”

A NEW butchers shop is opening 
in Ely. 

Harnwell and Son Ltd, who 
run a successful butchers in 
High Street, Haddenham, are 
opening another store in Ely's 
Market Street.

Empty properties for 
refugees: fair or not?

NEWS that empty Ministry of De¬ 
fence properties in the Ely area 
could be used to house Syrian refu¬ 
gees has sparked a heated debate. 

James Palmer, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC), said last week that the au¬ 
thority has contacted the MoD to 
see if it is possible to utilise any of 
the district’s empty houses. 

He said: “Central government 
has made a clear commitment to 
take 20,000 refugees from camps 
in Syria and if we at East Cambs 
are requested to take some of these 
refugees and there is Government 
funding to do so, we will. 

“Unlike some other authorities, 
we do not have housing stock but 
we are aware of empty MoD hous¬ 
ing in Ely and have contacted the 
MoD to see if these houses may be 
utilised.” 

Hundreds of people have had 
their say on the issue on the Ely 
News Facebook page. 

While some have hailed the 
council’s idea a good one, others

are in uproar and insist the empty 
MoD properties should be used to 
accommodate British homeless 
people - particularly homeless ex- 
servicemen and women - instead 
of refugees. 

UKIP group leader on Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council, Paul 
Bullen, said: “When we have 
around 9,000 homeless veterans 
living on our streets, we have to ask 
why surplus or unused MoD build¬ 
ings have not been used to house 
them instead. 

“These veterans have risked their 
lives to defend this country yet 
many aren’t given the support they 
need when they come back from 


active service overseas. 

“UKIP call on ECDC to take care 
of our armed forces and use these 
old MoD buildings to house them.” 

In response, Cllr Palmer said: 
“We have a proud reputation for 
helping and supporting local resi¬ 
dents who are either homeless or 
under threat of losing their home 
in East Cambridgeshire. 

“Unfortunately UKIP have 
looked at our recent comments on 
potential options for dealing with 
the refugee crisis - if requested to 
by the Government - to highlight 
one of their campaigns. 

“Helping Army veterans is a very 
complex area which often requires 


a number of bodies to come to¬ 
gether to succeed and as Cllr Bullen 
well knows the decision on what to 
do with surplus and unused MoD 
homes rests with the military. 

“However no-one should under¬ 
estimate the council’s resolve to 
help those in need.”

The string 
of beads 
that means 
the world 
to me... 


To mark Childhood Cancer Awareness Month, Angela 
Mulholland, who lost her 4-year-old daughter Eilish to 
kidney cancer last year, tells Emma Higginbotham about 
her brave little girl. 


T O anyone who doesn't know, it's just 
a long, long string of brightly-coloured 
beads. But to Angela Mulholland, it means 
everything. 

Curled into a spiral and tucked into a glass- 
fronted box for safekeeping, the string holds her 
daughter Eilish's 'Beads of Courage'. Each bead 
represents, in chronological order, everything 
that the little girl went through during her 
year-long treatment for cancer, the illness that 
claimed her life aged just 4. 

Every yellow bead is a hospital stay, every 
green bead is a scan, white is a dose of chemo, 
red is a blood transfusion . . . Collecting them, 
says Angela, helped Eilish to make sense of what 
was happening to her. Eilish's string holds more 
than a thousand beads. 

Does it make her feel sad to look at it? "No, 
it makes me feel proud," says Angela. "There'll 
always be sadness, because Eilish isn't here any 
more, but how can I not be proud? She went 
through every day with a smile on her face. 

Of course she had her grumpy moments, all 
children do, but she just got on with it. 

"I'm in awe of what she went through. And 
she did it with such grace." 

Growing up in Fowlmere with her mum, 
dad Steve and big brother Paul, Eilish had the 
happiest of starts. "She was very bright and 
bubbly," recalls Angela, who's 38. 

"She loved being outdoors, running around, 
and ballet - that was her absolute favourite. And 
she and Paul used to just love playing together - 
there's only just under two years between them, 
so they were very close." 

It was a Thursday in October 2013 when 
Angela noticed that Eilish, then 3, wasn't her 
usual lively self. "I couldn't put my finger on it, 
she just wasn't right. Then she started getting 
temperatures, so we thought maybe she'd got a 
bug. 

"She was a bit pale, and didn't want to eat 
anything." 

Angela was working as a paramedic that 
weekend, but Steve kept her posted: the 
temperature persisted, "and we knew something 
was definitely wrong because on Sunday it was 
her best friend Phoebe's party, and she got 
all dressed up to go in her party dress, really 
excited, and then she fell asleep on the sofa. 


"Steve said he just didn't have the heart to 
wake her up." 

By Monday, Eilish's temperature was spiking 
again, "so I picked Paul up from school and 
went to the doctors. I was expecting to come 
home with some antibiotics, but the doctor 
homed in on her tummy. She said 'Has her 
tummy always been distended?' I hadn't really 
noticed. 

"She said 'I think Eilish has got a lump 
in her tummy. I'd like to send you up to 
Addenbrooke's'. I said 'Can I go tomorrow 
morning when I've dropped Paul off at school? 
Because I was on my own: Steve had gone away 
for work that week. And she said 'No, you need 
to go now'." 

Understandably distressed, Angela took Paul 
to a neighbour and headed straight to A&E. 

"I was panicking - not knowing what to panic 
about, though. As a paramedic you see a lot of 
acute things, things that you can fix: even if you 
can't cure them, you can help. But there was 
nothing I could do." 

At Addenbrooke's, Eilish was given an 
ultrasound "which showed a mass," she says 
quietly. And she knew? "Yes. It's the only thing 
it could be: some kind of tumour. The doctors 
wouldn't confirm at that point, but they knew 
what it was. 

"I said 'I need to phone Steve' - but I had to 
get the consultant to talk to him, because I just 
couldn't get the words out." 

Two days later, a CT scan confirmed their 
fears. Eilish had Wilms' tumour, a type of 
kidney cancer, and lesions on her lungs. The 
Mulhollands were told that she'd need six 
weeks of chemotherapy and an operation to 
remove the tumour, "but it tends to have a good 
prognosis, and we were quite hopeful," says 
Angela. "We had no reason not to be optimistic. 
Eilish knew she had to have the special 
medicine to help with the lump in her tummy, 
and she just got on with it." 

The operation to remove the tumour and 
kidney took place on December 23, "and we 
spent Christmas with quite a poorly Eilish in 
hospital." 

A week after the surgery, Eilish celebrated 
her 4th birthday on the ward too: "She was still 
a bit poorly, but she was having fun. Steve got

her a whoopee cushion, and she was making all 
the doctors and nurses sit on the chair with the 
cushion - she loved things like that. 

"And you always knew when she was feeling 
better because she'd move the electric bed up 
and down," she adds, smiling. 

Eilish missed home, though: "She was 
discharged on the first of January, and she was 
up, dressed, satchel on, all packed with Baa and 
Boogie, her cuddly sheep, and was sat there all 
ready to go ... " 

Meanwhile, Angela had found out that she 
was pregnant again. "So I had a whole load of 
other emotions on top of it. But it gave us a 
focus as well. And Eilish was so excited." 

That week, the tumour was analysed. The 
news was bad: Eilish's tumour had anaplastic 
cells, the most aggressive kind. The couple were 
called into a meeting and told that their little girl 
would need a 32-week regime of chemotherapy 
and radiotherapy too. What was going through 
her mind? "Disbelief. All the way through, it was 
disbelief." 

She pauses. "I never even thought about 
children having cancer. Old people get cancer! 
Later on in your life it's something, if you 
haven't looked after yourself, you might be 
prone to. 

"But when you're in it? So many children. So 
many families. There are just so many others 
affected. Eilish's consultant always said 'Is there 
anything you'd like to ask me?' And the only 
question that ever sprang into my head was 
'Why?' Why for any of them?" 

For the next few months, Eilish was in and 
out of Addenbrooke's. She lost her blonde curly 
hair, "but it didn't upset her one iota," says 
Angela. "It upset me!" 

At Easter, Eilish felt poorly and was admitted 
to hospital with a high temperature. Doctors 
decided to bring forward her CT scan, but 
devastatingly, the results showed that there was 


no improvement. Neither the chemo nor the 
radiotherapy had worked. 

"We knew in January that this was going to 
be a struggle, but it's a struggle that people have 
managed before, so there was still a chance. But 
when Addenbrooke's turns round and says that 
the standard treatment isn't working..." she tails 
off. 

Eilish's only hope was that an experimental 
drug might work. She was given a new set 
of medication, but it had no effect, "and at 
the beginning of August we were told by 
Addenbrooke's that there was nothing else they 
could do for us." 

Her final chance was a drug being tested at 
the Royal Marsden Hospital in Surrey. Eilish was 
accepted on to the trial in mid-August, "and we 
had no idea whether it would work, but it was 
a drug that had been successful in some adult 
cancers." 

Were they hopeful or resigned? "I'd known 
we were on borrowed time probably since 
April," admits Angela. "So over the summer I 
knew that I just had to enjoy every minute of 
her being here. Whatever we did, wherever we 
went, we were going to have fun. And sitting 
in the garden watching her prancing around, 
playing with her friends, was beautiful." 

Did Eilish know? "She and Paul knew that 
the medicines Addenbrooke's had tried weren't 
helping. We were honest with them. We never 
lied to them, but obviously we didn't tell them 
the whole truth, because how can you?" 

In the meantime, Angela had baby Aidan in 
July, "at home, delivered by Steve! Because you 
didn't want to wait, did you?" she says, dropping 
a kiss on his curly head. 

Eilish soldiered on and, in between cycles of 
drugs at the Marsden, in September she reached 
a landmark: her first day of school. "She went 
into the playground and Phoebe came and 
grabbed her hand, and off they went together,"

Moved by how much the Beads of Courage 
helped Eilish, Angela is now a keen supporter 
of the charity. She's spoken at schools, taken 
stands at 
events, and 
is hosting a 
special tea 
party later 
this month 
to spread the 
word. "The 
fundraising 
for Beads of 
Courage is like 
spending time 
with her," she 
says. "Chatting 
to people 
about the 

beads, about Eilish, raising awareness." 

The charity began 10 years ago when an 
American oncology nurse decided that giving 
out stickers to children who'd undergone 
stressful treatments simply wasn't good 
enough; they should have something that 
lasts. The idea caught on, and the beads are 
now given out in many hospitals around the 
world. 

Beginning with alphabet beads to spell out 
her name, Eilish collected the coloured 
beads for each event, "so on some days 
she'd get one or two, on others she'd 
get five or six. And then the special 
ones are if you've been particularly 
brave - maybe you've had three scans 
in one day, or a painful procedure. 

"We used to spend hours threading 
them on, and we used to talk about 
what they meant. She absolutely 
loved it. 

"And it shows her journey, from 
beginning to end," adds Angela. "51 
weeks of treatment, a thousand and 
thirty-one beads - and at the end is the 
butterfly bead. Eilish got her wings." 

For Angela, life has to go on. "We have 
good days and bad days. It's hard seeing 
her class - I avoided the school run for a 
long time - and Paul still misses her. But we 
regularly talk about her. 

"Her room is still her room, and we 
light a candle at dinnertime every day, so 
that she's with us. She is still part of this 
family. She's always there."

says Angela. "And that was beautiful, watching 
them go off, happy as Larry. An amazing 
milestone for her to reach. 

"And then at the end of that week we were 
granted her wish from the Rays of Sunshine 
charity, and went to Peppa Pig World. I've 
never seen anybody run around like lunatics as 
much as she and Paul did on those two days. 
Aidan was tiny weeny, but he was there, so it 
was lovely that we were all there together." 

Eilish only managed four days at school. 
Returning to the Marsden for treatment, she 
began to feel increasingly unwell. A scan 
revealed why: a mass was showing on the site 
of the tumour, and her lungs were now covered 
with lesions. 

At the beginning of October, Eilish was 
transferred back to Addenbrooke's; a week 
later she came home, "and at bedtime on the 
13th of October she went and had her big
